ing; and the village of W est Salem, 
courses in domestic economy and ag­ 
riculture. 
The state pays $250 to­ 
wards the cost of instruction in each 
of these courses when maintained on­ 
ly in connection with the high school 
and $350 w’hen maintained in con­ 
nection with the high school and 6th, 
7th and 8th grades.

siding in the said union district. 
(4) Pupils in the rural schools of 
the several districts comprising the 
union high school district 
will 
do 
better 
work 
because of 
the stim ­ 
ulus and inspiration received from 
the higher institution 
of 
learning 
above, them, into which they may be 
directly promoted upon 
completion 
of the 
rural 
school 
course, 
and 
which forms hut a part of their own 
school system. 
The state graded school at 
Hol­ 
men, which has 
heretofore been a 
state graded school of the

class, has recently been raised to the 
first class through the addition of a 
third room and teacher.

I desire to say th at acknowledge­
